This was more than the bumber 
of new births ‘registercd In‘ the 
same’ period (97,834). 

More than 87,000 of the new 
arrivals came from the nelgh- 
bouring province of Kwangtung. 
The rest were Northern Chinese, 

The report reveals that the 
Department is making frantic 
efforts 1o keep up with registra- 
tion. DiMcultles have been 
coused by fluctuating demand 
and figures show that during 
July, August and September last 
year almost 55,000 people en- 
tered the Colony from the main- 
land, taking the average weekly 
arrivals to about 4,500 a week.

Then 
Bruton, who had come into the 
game as a pinch hitter in the 
ninth inning and was struck 
out, became the hero when he 
rifled u Duren ball into right 
field. 


Just The Reverse 


It was just the reverse of 
last year's opening game in’ the 
series when the Yankees won 
3-1, but went on to lose the 
series. 


Warten Spahn. the Braves‘ 
22-yame winning southpaw, 
was the victor over Duren be- 
fore ‘a crowd of 40,207 jn 
County stadium. He gave 
home run balls ta Moose Skow- 
ron and Hank Bauer and they 
accounted for ull the Yankee 
rung in the fourth and iifth 
innings. :
